very reason why many of the respect- 
able people of our State have abstain- 
ed from, at an earlier date, participat- 
ing in an anti-Coolie 
movement 
was 


the fear that such results might ensue. 
We 
do most 
seriously 
regret 
that 


some ofourcotemporaries 
willindulge 


in suggestions 
Upon this topic that are 


calculated to create the very evil there 
has been so much effort to ward off. 
There are thousands 
who have joined 


tbe membership 
of the anti-Coolie 


clubs that will be among the 
first to 


withdraw in 
case 
of violence, 
and 


take 
up 
arms 
to 
put 
down 


by 
force 
any 
movement 
of 


a riotous character. 
In all reforma- 


tory movements a certain 
amount of 


patience must 
be 
observed; 
and it 


should be remembered 
that in move- 


ments like this the strongest 
passions 


of men are liable to be aroused if rea- 
son loses ber sway. 
Hence public du- 


ty demands that in working to accom- 
plish the good desired we must 
adopt 


the same rules of political philosophy 
that apply to any 
other 
social 
con- 


cerns. 
The laws of cause 
and 
effect 


apply with as much force in tbe solu- 
tion of this problem as elsewhere, 
and 


it must be apparent 
to every 
intelli- 


gent mind that there is in reformato- 
ry movements 
such 
a thing 
as 
too 


much pressure 
that comes 
from hot- 


headeduess 
and passion. 
Men wheth- 


er in aggregated 
masses or as individ- 


uals should remember that it is 
al- 


ways better to let wellenough 
alone. 


We are placing the 
question 
upon 
a 


good footing, aud should 
be 
satisfied 


with well doing. 
Don't let us be like 


the old woman's cow that gave a fine 
pail of milk and then out ofpure wick- 
edness kicked the bucket 
over. 
We 


firmlytrust in the good 
judgment of 


our fellow citizens 
everywhere 
aud 


believe they willyield to sober 
coun- 


sels. 
Let tbe 
senseless 
braggadocio 


cease. 
The clubs are 
not 
blood 
aud 


thunder 
institutions. 
Let 
every 


member 
of the 
societies 
remember 


that a still tongue is a wise 
one, 
and 


stop incendiary speaking everywhere. 


Much 
Ado About Nothing. 


After a great deal offuss 
and feath- 


ers, 
expense, 
loss, inconvenience 
and 


the subsequent 
trial of one of the pro- 


prietors of the Los Angeles distillery, 
growing out of the seizure 
of that 
es- 


tablishment on 
a complaint of viola- 


tion of the Internal Revenue Law,the 
conclusion 
h«s been 
reached 
that no 


illegal act had been committed. 
The 


trialof Curtis on a string 
of indict- 


ments as long as the new city charter, 
resulted 
In a verdict of not guilty on 


all save the first count, which was the 
removal of spirits from 
the premises 


before the packages 
had received 
the 


regulation 
number 
and 
quality 
of 


Government 
brands and stamps. 
The 


grounds ou which this charge 
rested 


were 
that 
the spirits were removed 


from the distillery to the rectifyer and, 
this was 
construed 
into 
a removal 


from 
the 
premises. 
If we concede 


that the 
premises 
extend 
from 
one 


branch of the brandy 
manufacturing 


process 
to another, it will be difficult 


to see how this count can 
be 
success- 


fully maintained. 
The 
weakness 
of 


the position has been pointed out by a 
number of legal minds and recognized 
by the Judge 
before whom the case 


was tried to the 
extent of an admis- 


sion that his charge to the Jury, with 
reference to this count, was 
not in ac- 


cordance 
with the law. 
A new trial 


will probably be granted 
and 
the re- 


sult will be the total acquittal of the 
defendant. 
Mr. Tarbox, another one 


of the

similar to three of those ou which Mr.

and prosperity to a certain 


degree retarded. 
For all th is damage 


there is 
no recourse. 
The 
Govern- 


ment makes 
no restitution for losses 


of this character it inflicts upon 
citi- 


zens, and a suit for damages 
against 


the Collector would be defeated on the 
alleged ground that there were reasons 
justifying the proceedings. 
It is one 


of the defects 
of government 
that a 


wrong may exist 
without a temedy 


for its correction 
and removal. 
The 


Internal Revenue 
system is a heavy 


cross to the people, without 
the sem- 


blance of a crown in prospective. 
Of 


the millions of dollars collected under 
the law but the fragment of a frag- 
ment 
reaches 
the 
public 
treasury. 


The law should be expunged from the 
statutes but If this cannot be done?if 
the moiety of the vast 
sums 
forced 


from the people that 
does not go into 


the pockets of the officers?is 
necessa- 


ry 
to the perpetuity 
of 
the 
Gov- 


ernment let the system 
be so changed 


and 
modified that spite 
and 
spleen 


cannot be accepted as evidence ofguilt 
and the fact that a man 
is a distiller 


shall not 
be regarded 
as proof posi- 


tive that he is a scoundrel 
aDd a thief. 


Not Generous. 


Some of our contemporaries 
are in- 


clined to be hypercritical, not to say 
ungenerous in the extreme. 
This is 


the manner in which the Examiner re-

parsimonious
